PORTLAND, Dec. 28.—Quafling the
contents of a vial of toothacle drops,
apparently with suicidal intent, Mes.
Ella Rosenberg fled from the home of
her sister, Mrs, Johuson, 404 Mississippi
avenue, yesterday afternoon, and all
trace of the woman has been lost.
Whether the deadly poison did its work
and the body of the unfortunate is now
lying oxposed to the clements in the
brush, or, failing to accomplish  her
purpose, Mms, Rosenberg cast herseli
into the river, are questions that the
police are now endeavoring to solve,

It was about 4:30 p. mw. that Mrs.

Rosenberg, who had been visiting ler
sister for several weeks, without a word
of explanation drained the contents of
the bottle containing a mixture for the
allovintion of toothache, Immediately
after swallowing the deadly potion, she
rushed out of the house and disap-
peared.
A physician, to whom the bottle was
submitted for examination by Patvol-
man Bigelow, who was notified of the
matter, declared that the mixture was
exceedingly poisonous, and if the woman
had taken a sufficient large dose death
would quickly result. Patrolman Bige
low, although making thorough search
of the neighborhood, was unable to find
a trace of the missing woman,

23.—Navy ex-
perta are discussing with much interest
the uncalled for attack of Henry Reuter-
dabl, the marine writer, “who knows all
about battleship armament.” Without an
exception the navy men prum'ae
article as an outrage, and it is belisved
the writer will be ordered ashore when
the fleet reaches Trisidad, as his com-
ment is denounced at the state, war and
navy building as “maliclously false and
evidently wrjtten with malice afore-
thought.”

Reuterdahl, who is employed by an
English newspaper, made a violent at
tack on the personnel of the American
battleship fieet, The article he has writ:
ten for & magazine is sald not to have
been his first offense against this coun-
try's ships. 3

Admiral Dewey says that the atiack
is an atrocious misrepresentation, and
Admiral Bronson of the burean of navi-
gation repeatad this morning that there
was not the slightest foundation for the
libelous article, and that there never was
a fleet sent out by any country thal
could eclipse the American bLattleship
fleet.

Wisconsin Farmer Falls Heir
to English Estate.

HE WILL REMAIN AN AMERICAN

Advertisement in Chicago Paper Heralds
News of Estate Waiting for Claimant
and Inquiry Results in Disclosure of
Wealth Awaiting George Northedge,

CHIOAGO, Dee. 23—An  advertise-
ment in a Chicago newspaper has, it is
alleged, brought an inheritance of more
than a million dollars with a title of
nobility to George William Northedge,
a farmer of Marinette, Wis., hereafter
to be known as Sir George Northey-
Northedge. He ia sole heir to an estate
valued at $1,185,000 in Montreal and one
of 75 heirs to a larger fortune in Eng-
land

Sir George never has been in England,
but his wife,.who formerly was a lady
in waiting to Queen Victoris, leaving
that position because her family desired
to foree on her an undesired marriage.
Coming to Amevica, she met Northedge
and was married to him without sus-
pecting that thereby she was winning a
position in English society.

An advertisement inquiring for in-
formation’ as to the whereabouts of a
son of William Northedge, Unitel States
army, was the means of locating him
all unaware of his own {rue position.
Reading the paper in his Wisconsin home
zed the name of his fathen
Inquiry soon diaclosd to him the wealth
awaiting him.

George William Northedge was born in
Cannda and is 06 years old. Both he
and his father served in the army during
the Civil war and Dboth rwere wounded.
With an attorney Northedge will go to
Montreal soon to adjust the estate there,
Then he will go on to England and pick
up the rest of his fortune.

But neither fortuns nor titls will lure
Northedge from America. When inter-
viewed at his home he maill he would
stick to Wisconsin and invest all his
money there,
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
